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Remarks: 

The above amendments and these remarks are responsive to the Office action 
dated May 3, 2006. Reconsideration and allowance of the present application is 
requested in view of the following. 

I. Drawings 

The Office Action objected to the drawings. In response, Applicants are 
amending the claims to not recite "a member that extends non-radially from roller". As 
such, Applicants submit that the objection to the drawings is overcome. Withdrawal of 
this objection is requested. 

II. Rejections under 35 USC S 112 

The Office Action rejected claims 1-10, 21-23 and 25 under 35 USC § 112, 
second paragraph. 

With respect to claims 1, 7, and 21 , the Office Action alleged that the language "a 
member extending non-radially from the roller" was unclear. These claims have been 
amended to not recite this language, 

Further, Applicants are amending claim 7 to cancel the language "the roller". As 
such, Applicants submit that these rejections are overcome. Withdrawal of the 
rejections under 35 USC § 1 12, second paragraph is requested. 

III. Rejections under 35 USC S 102 
A. The Jensen Reference 

Claims 1-5, 13, 15-17, 21-23, and 25 are rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as 
anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 3,981,496 to Jensen et al. ("Jensen"). 

Claim 1 is amended to recite "carrying a trailing edge of the sheet medium 
upward and then over the rolle r with a member that has a bent configuration .. ,." 
Applicants submit that this feature is not disclosed by Jenson. Jensen discloses 
elements 8, which do not have a bent configuration. Consequently, Jensen does not 
anticipate claim 1 as amended. Withdrawal of this rejection is requested. 
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Claims 2-5 depend upon claim 1 and are allowable for at least the same reasons 
claim 1 is allowable. Withdrawal of these rejections is requested. 

Claim 13 is amended to recite "a resilient member having con vex and concave 
sides connected to the rotatable member." Applicants submit that Jensen does not 
disclose this feature. Indeed, the sides of the Jensen elements 8 are not convex and 
concave. Withdrawal of this rejection of claim 13 is requested. 

Claims 15-17 are depend upon claim 13 and are therefore allowable for at least 
the same reasons claim 13 is allowable. Withdrawal of these rejections Is requested. 

Claim 21 is amended to recite "wherein the at least one resilient finger includes 
a proximal portion that extends radially from t he roller and a distal portion that 
extends non-radially from the body." Applicants submit that the Jensen elements do not 
include such proximal and distal portions. Indeed, the Jensen elements 8 do not 
include distal portions that extend non-radially. As such, Izumi does not anticipate claim 
21 . Withdrawal of this rejection is requested 

Claims 22, 23, and 25 depend upon claim 21 and are allowable for at least the 
same reasons claim 21 is allowable. Withdrawal of these rejections is requested. 

B. The Izuml Reference 

Claims 21, 22, 24, and 25 stand rejected are rejected under 35 USC § 102(b) as 
anticipated by Izumi. 

Claim 21 is amended to recite "Claim 21 is amended to recite "wherein the at 
least one resilient finger includes a proximal portion that extends radially from the 
roller and a distal portion that extends non-radially from the body." Applicants submit 
that the Izumi finger 20a does not include such proximal and distal portions. Indeed, the 
fingers 20a of Izumi do not extend radially. As such, Izumi does not anticipate claim 21. 
Withdrawal of this rejection is requested. 

Claim 24 is amended to recite " the resilient finger config ured to vertically lift 
the print medium." Applicants submit that Izumi does not teach this feature. Indeed, 
the Izumi finger 20a does not "vertically lift" a print medium and, as such, Izumi does not 
anticipate claim 21 as amended. Withdrawal of this rejection is requested. 
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Claims 22, 23, and 25 depend upon claim 21 and are allowable for at least the 
same reasons claim 21 is allowable. Withdrawal of these rejections is requested. 

IV. Rejections under 35 USC S 103 

Claims 6-10, 18-20, and 27 are rejected under 35 USC § 103 as being 
unpatentable over Harvey in view of Jensen. Applicants traverse these rejections as 
applied to the claims as amended. 

Claim 6 depends upon claim 1 and is allowable for at least the same reasons 
claim 1 is allowable. 

Claim 7 is amended to recite "carrying a trailing edge of the sheet medium along 
an arcuate path extending upward with a roller ha ving protrusion that includes a 
radlallv-extendina base and a noivradiallv extending tip ." Neither Jensen nor 
Harvey disclose such a protrusion. As such, since neither Jensen nor Harvey teach this 
feature, claim 7 is allowable over these references. Withdrawal of this rejection is 
requested. 

Claims 8-10 depend upon claim 7 and are allowable for at least the same 
reasons claim 7 is allowable. Withdrawal of these rejections is requested. 

Claims 18-20 depends on claim 13 and are allowable for at least the same 
reasons as claim 13. Withdrawal of these rejections is requested. 

Claim 27 is cancelled, thus rendering moot the rejection thereof. 

V* Conclusion 

Applicants believe that the present application is in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
